DEPLOYMENT 

The deadly Colicoid species got the idea for buzz 
droids after seeing teams of tiny repair droids 
scuttle across freighters' hulls fixing problems. 

Buzz droids are programmed to create problems 
instead. Launched from speedy missiles, they swarm 
Republic starships, using mechanical limbs ending in 
drills, cutting torches, and saws to rip through metal 
hulls and systems, turning ships into flying scrap.
